WASHINGTON, Dee. 23.—The formal 
proposals of Great Britain and Ger- 
many that the President arbitrate the 
Venezuela dispute did not arrive here 
over night, nor were they at hand 
when the Cabinet met, but it js ex- 
pected that they will reach Washing- 
ton within a day or two. Strong pres- 
sure is being brought to bear upon 
the President to decline the invita- 
tions to act as arbitrator. This pres- 
sure comes from the newspapers, from 
public men, and from Senators and 
R@presentatives in Congress. Senator 
Cullom called at the State 
ment today with a bundie of tele- 
grams,.all entering protests against 
thé embarkation of the President upon 
this arbitration scheme.

Secretary Hay brought to the meet- 
ing practically nothing new relating 
to the situation. No response has 
been received to the President's orig- 
inal suggestion to the powers that 
they consent to the reference of the 
Venezuelan controversy to the yarbi-. 
tration of The Hague tribunal, and no 
formal request has been received for 
the President to act as arbitrator. 
That such a request will be received 
formally and officially is now practi- 
cally assured. It is known that the 
President and all the members of his 
Cabinet at first .~-eferred that the 
question should be referred to The 
Hague tribunal. It is known that the 
President’s plan, if he determines to 
arbitrate, contemplates the appoints 
ment of a board of arbitration. He 
would not confide this important un- 
dertaking to any one man, nor does he 
feel able himself to spare the vast 
amount of time neceSsary for an ex- 
amination in detail ofeach of the 
many claims that would be presented 
against Venezuela. Necessarily, the 
President's own arbitration board 
would include some members of high 
order of legal talent, as well as others 
thoroughly versed in the practice of 
international law. 

It is said that the crucial point* be- 


fore the arbitration is the famous 
“Calvo doctrine.” This doctrine, which 
was laid down by the greatest of 


Latin-American international lawyers, 
and which for very many years has 
been regarded as beyond question by 
allof the Latin-American republics, de- 
nies the right of any nation to inter- 
vene diplomatically in behalf of one 
of its subjects where the courts of the 
country are open to his application for 
justice. Thus Veneziiela has asserted 
that all of these claimants—British, 
German, Italian and French—might 
have gone before the Venezuelan 
courts, and if their ccuses should be 
just and sincere and decided by the 
courts, the government would have 
paid the judgments. 

The objection to this view is that no

WILL ARRANGE DIVORCE. 

‘(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
DRESDEN (Saxony) Dec. 23.—King 
George and Crown Prince Frederick 
know where the Crown Prinzess Louise 
has sought refuge, but they have de- 
cided to accept the estrangement of 
the Princess and her husband as ir- | 
reparable. They have made the Cabi- 
het privy to the circumstances of the 
Princess’ fli¢ht as they see them, and 
a decree of divorce is talked of as a 
necessary sequence to the Princess’ 
resolution to leave the court forever. 

This determination the Princess an- 
nounced to her husband early in No- 
vember, after one of their frequent vio- 
lent scenes. She also confided her in- 
tention to separate herself utterly from 
the court and all its ‘‘wretchedness,”’ 
to two or three of her intimate friends, 
and discussed with them “the impossi- 
bility of her: longer enduring the arti- 
ficial etiquette of the court, and the 
forced companionship of a man who 
was loathsome to her.” 

The Princess wrote to her mother at 
the end of November that it was her 
intention to leave the Crown Prince, 
and give 4 the prospect of the Queen- 
ship, which, instead of being attrac- 
tive, the Princess frequently said, was 
detestable to her. She formally told 
members of her entourage that she 
was going to visit her parents at Salz- 


burg. 

The letter 6f the Princess to her 
mother brought the Archduchess imme- 
diately to Dresden. She implored her 
daughter to reconsider her determina- 
tion, and to make the best of the un- 
pleasant situation for the sake of her 
children, and see as littie of the Crown 
Prince as possible. he neess re- 
plied, according to one of her -csonfi- 
dantes, that she would see nothing of 
“that beast,” that the tutelage of her 
children was largely taken out of her 
hands, and that she could not bear to 
see them spoiled by the “hypocrisies 
of the court.” - 

MATTER OF COMPLAINT. 

What she complained of in the Prince 
was his intemperance, his _ infidelity, 
and, as her partisans afirm, ‘his creulty 
of disposition. They affirm that he has 
had for years a liaison with an actress 
named Bastok, and it is reported that 
at a review of troops at Crimma, a4 
couple of years ago, the Prince fell from 
his horse intoxicated, in front of his 
regiment. 

tiowever true these incidents may be, 
the court and al! D:esden knew that 
a chasm separated the affections of 
the Crown incess from the Crown 
Prince. Though he seemingly had gen- 
uine admiration for his wife, the Prince 
did his share of quarreling, and often 
tried to impose his will upon her, but 
he always hoped that she would in 
the end humble herself. 

His attitude recently until she had 
actually gone appears to have been one 
of disdainfui indifference and disbelief 
that she really intended to carry out 
her threats. 

TRIED TO HOLD HER BACK. 
‘ The Crown Princess’ days at Salz- 
burg were spent in controversy with 
her father and mother, who did not 
excuse her for a moment in her mada 
desire to leave her position and fam- 
ily. Her brother took his sister's part 
The circumstances of her flight ar 
still obscure, and *no further reliablh 
news is avalable. The only fact tha: 
seems clear is that the King and Crown 
Prince know where she is, and are 
in communication with her. The King- 
dom is absorbed with the sensation. 

The theory that the Crown Princes» 
is suffering from mental abberat on is 
now only feebly propagated by the 
Saxony court and the Prince's adher-

Leopold Ferdinand, the Princess went 
te Munich, where a French tutor 
awaited her. Her brother was aito 
joined there by a beautiful Viennese 
woman, and the two couples proceeded 
to Brussels, and thence to Geneva. 

It is asserted that when the Crown 
Prince returned recently to Dresden, 
after his hunting accident in the Ty- 
rol, he discovered secret correspond- 
ence existed between the Princess and 
the French tutor, whose former rela- 
tions with her had created a scandal, 
resulting in the tutor’s expulsion from 
Saxony. Besfdes disclosing the cou- 
ple's relations, it is alleged, the let- 
ters revealed another scandal. Im- 
mediately afterward the Princess left 
her home and went to Saizburg. The 
fact that she took a trunk filled with 
jewelry and other valuables indicated 
that she was prepared for any emer- 
gency. 

It is reported that Archduke Leo- 
pold Ferdinand has written to Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, renouncing his 
rank and dignities as a member of the 
imperial house, and saying he will be- 
come a civil subject. The whole of the 
Archduke’s career is redolent with 
scandal, dating from the time when he 
started to accompany the heir to the 
throne on a tour of the world. He 
only got as far as Colombo, where he 
was obliged to leave the ship on ac- 
count of his scandalous behavior. The 
Archduke has since been mixed up in 
a number of affairs, and was confined 
for some months in an asylum. 

SCORNS ALL DISTINCTIONS.

VIENNA, Dec. 23.~Archduke Leo- 
pold Ferdinand intends to take the 
name of Leopold Woelfling. Beside 
formally renouncing his rank and dig- 
nity as a member of the imperial 
house, the Archduke has returned all 
his decorations, including that of the 
Golden Fleece, and has resigned his 
commission in the Austrian army. It 
is expected that he will marry his 
Viennese companion; his relatives pre- 
vented him from taking this step mor- 
ganatically several months ago. The 
Archduke was at one time secretly be- 
trothed to Donna Elvira, the second 
daughter of Don Carlos, who eloped 
with Count Felippo Folch tn 1896. He 
is regarded as weak mentally. He pro- 
fesses extreme radical and anarchistic 
views.

FARMERS FINDING IT OUT.

CURIOUS DECISION. 

UPSET RY SUPREME COURT.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—The Su- 
preme Court today reversed the judg- 
| ment of the lower court of San Fran- 
cisco, which sentented James Burns to 
nineteen years’ imprisonment on a 
clfarge of attempt to commit robbery. 
The inferlor tribunal maintained that 
from the law it was impossible to im- 
pose any other penalty than impris- 
onment for half of defendant's life. It 
was figured from physical examination 
of Burns and a comparison of the mor- 
tuary Statistics of insurance companies 
that he would live thirty-eight years, 
and the nineteen-year sentence was 
imposed accordingly. 

The Supreme Court holds that there 
was no legal grounds for attempting 
io compute the length of the prisoner's 
life, and the lower court Is directed to 
impose a sentence of a definite term of 
years, which, according to the law, may 
not be less than ten.

“Capitalists have the right to com- 
bine capital in productive enterprises, 
and by lawful competition’ drive indi- 
vidual producers and small ones out 


of business. 

“Laborers and artisans have the | 
right to form unions and fight this : 
combination of capitalists by aeons 
means.” 

This statement of the right of com- , 
bination on the part of capital and 
labor was handed down by Judge C. 
C. Bland of the Court of Appeals to- 
day in a decision in favor of Joseph 
E. Walsh, who sought an injunction to 
prevent members of the Master Plumb- 
ers’ Associations from combining’ in 
the refusal to sell him supplies because 
he was not a member; 

Judges Barclay and Goode con- 
curred in the decision, which was a.

court. The case was remanded to 
Judge Woods, who had denied an in- 
junction asked for by Walsh, and the 
rizht of answer is left to the associ:- 
tion.

FOR CHEAP FUEL. 

ACQUIRES LANDS IN LOUISIANA 

: AND CALIFORNIA. 

Important Operations to Be Begun in 
Both States—McKittrick’s Kick at 


Prospect of Increased Water Rates— 
English Buy Ohio Property. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] ‘I believe there is more 


oil in Louisiana than Texas or any 
other place,” said J. L. Lee, Jr.. gep- 
eral agent of the Southern Pacific 


Railroad. 


“The Southern Pacific Railway Com- | 


pany has let a contract for the sinking 


of three wells, one at St. Martinsville, 


which is amentirely new field; another 
at Welsh, and a third at Anselbutte, 


near Breaux Bridge. I started on this 


work last July and have in that time 
contracted for about three thousand 
acres of land along the line of the 
Southern Pacific. 

“We have a two-fold object 


in the development of the Louts- 
| jana oil fields and are not, 


I. wish to. state, doing for 
speculative purposes, as some people 
seem to think. Our main object is to 
develop sufficient oil for fuel on our 
road, and steamers whfth will require 
about 3,600,000 barrels. If we strike a 


| Stratum of oil, we are going to devglop 
it because it will add to our fuel supply 


and prove the ground.” 
The officers of the road have author- 
ized the sinking of about ten wells. . 


CALIFORNIA VENTURE. 


Ss. P.s IMPORTANT PROSPECT. 

It is understood that the Southern 
Pacific, which very recently acquired 
oil-bearing territory in the northern 
part of Santa Barbara county, is plan- 
ning for extensive development under 
the impression that a new and impor- 
tant oil-producing field ll be opened 
up. 

Orders have already been issued for 
sending a drilling outfit to the field, 
which-is on the Arellanes Rancho, near 
Casmalia, and if expectations prove 
a station will be established 
there. 

The point where the first well will 
be drilled is within a few feet from 
the main track and upon a bluff about 
200 feet above the roadbed. Private 
parties experimented there recentiy and 
found a fine flow of high-gravity oil, 
but owning to damage to the plant 
work Was suspended. Before the com- 
pany could resume the Southern Pacific 
acquired that portion of the rancho 
where there is every reason to believe 
that oil will be found in quantity, 
Water was also encountered in the wel). 
but a scheme has been discovered to 
shut off the flow. 

In the acquiring of oil property the 
Southern Pacific is following the iead 
set by the Santa Fé, which has in- 


| Vested several millions in the Califor- 


oil fields. 
DON’T WANT WATER METERS. 


The proposition of the Associated Oi] 
Company to establish a water rate has 
caused a great deal of unfavorabie 
discussion among the consumers of the 
McKittrick district. This is largely 
due to a misapprehension in the facts 
in the case. Heretofore the charges 
have been a certain number of dollars 
each month without reference to the 
quantity of water used, each consumer 
being allowed an unlimited quantity 
except in very dry seasons. The result 
has been a financial loss to the com- 
pany. 

In order to tab’'-"- - heei« for a 
maximum rate, meters have been 
placed in all the lines of the large con- 
‘gumers, and a record of the number of 
gallons used each month will be kept. 
After a reasonable time a certain quan- 
tity will be fixed on as the probable 
amount to be used by each consumer 
and a rate will be determined that is 
commensurate with the quantity used. 

The Chanslor-Canfield- Midway Com- 
pany, which serves thé Midway fieid, 
now has under consideration the matter 
of laying a branch line to the Mc Kit- 
trick district.

‘‘Sacred Ceremony” of Telling of the Divine Qualities 

of the Dog, ‘‘Spot’’—Dr. Anderson Says That Mrs. 

_ Tingley cAdvocated Starving Childzen to Develop Theiz 
Souls~A Glimpse at Her Past. 


Dispatch.] “Spot,” the dog that has 


William Q. Judge of Theosophical fame 
—escapéd from his kennel at Point 
Loma again today, and once more en- 


libel case. “Spot” was not present in 
the flesh; he appeared only in his as- 
tral form. The court would not even 
allow a witneas to describe his physi- 
cal characteristics, for plaintiff's coun- 
gel objected to having the sacred span- 
fel paraded as though he were on exhi- 
bition at a kennel show. The testimony 
made it appear that “Spot” takes a 
prominent part in the ceremonies at 
Point Loma by the Tingleyites, but. so 
finely are the lines of evidence drawn 
that the jury were not permitted to 
hear whether “Spot” js a thoroughbred 
King Charles or just a “dawg.” — 

The witness whose testimony might 
have thrown some light on the pedi- 
gree of the remarkable canine was Dr, 
Jerome A. Anderson of San Francisco, 
former member of Mrs. Tingley’s cabi. 
net, and vice-president of the Univer- 
sal Brotherhood. The reading of Dr. 
Anderson's deposition was concluded 
today, but much that it contained was 
ruled cut by the court, while the court 
officials and counsel, who are supplied 
with copies of the deposition, were 
warned not to let any minions of the 
press have access to the same on pen- 
alty of being hauled up for contempt of 
court. The pedigree of “Spot” and 
other tabooed testimony gre, therefore, 
relegated to the repository of Lost 
Mysteries of Antiquity at Point Loma, 
and tHe newspaper men feel doggone 
bad at having their reports thus cur- 
tailed. 

Much that is interesting in Dr. An- 
derson’s deposition was allowed to go 
before the jury, however. His minute 
descriptions of the ceremonies at Point 
Loma, performed while he was there as 
a member of Mrs. Tingley's official 
family, seemed to fully justify pub- 
lished statements that “insane cere- 
monies” were practiced. Anderson's 
testimony also confirms the _=§ stories 
about the starvation of babies as a 
means of subduing their animal na- 
tures, and developing soul, and fully 
@prroborates the rumors long in cir- 
culation about men and women parad- 
Ing the grounds at Point Loma at all 
hours of the night in airy costumes of 
ancient patterns. In short, much that 
is grotesque and ““pooky” is rejated 
under oath by Dr. Anderson confirm- 
ing in many details the truth of the 
statements in the .published article 
upon which the libel suit is founded. 

Another exceedingly racy deposition 
was introduced by the defense during 
the day, but the court's rulings pre- 
vented most of it from getting to the 
ears of the jury. The deposition in 
question is that of Dr. Henry Hugo 
Reuthling taken in New York City on 
the 9th inst. It deals chiefly With the 
past life of Katherine A. Tingley, and 
shows her to have been not only the 
“dollar medium” that defendant has 
@ccused her of having been, but even 
a 25-cent conductor of  spiritualistic 
seances. Discussion over objections to 
the bulk of the testimony contained tn 
the Reuthling deposition took up a 
large part of the afternoon session, and 
the court, near the close of the session, 
ruled that the testimony objected to 
was not competent. After wishing the 
jurors a merry Christmas.and admon- 


ishing. them in the customary manner, 


Judge Torrance adjourned court at 4:35 
p.m. until 10 o’clock Monday morning. 
MORNING SESSION. 

There were fewer people in the court- 
room when the trial was résumed at 
10:15 o'clock this morning, than at any 
previous session since the trial began. 
Before taking his seat on the bench, 
Judge Torrance called the lawyers of 
both sides into consultation on ad- 
journment for Christmas vacation. As 
most of counsel as weil as jurors and 
witnesses were anxious to spend 
Christmas at their homes, it was agreed 
that when the trial was adjourned this 
evening it should be until 10 o'clock 
next Monday morning. The court ad- 
vised the jury to this effect, at the 

opening of the day's proceedings. 

The reading of the deposition of Dr. 
Jerome A. Anderson was resumed by 
Mr. Daney of the delense. The first 
question was, had the deponent wit- 
nessed any ceremonies at Point Loma 
duri his visite t a’ a member of 
Mrs, ngley'’s ca@@inet.

The reading of the deposition was 
then proceeded with, witness's descrip- 
tion of the ceremonies carried on un- 
der the direction of Mrs. Tingley caus- 
ing ripples of mirth to run around 
the courtroom. 

“Spot,” the sacred dog, again made 
his entry on the stage and did much 
to enliven the proceedings, but not ex- 
actly to the reiish of the plaintiff and 
sympathizers with her qhuse. 
Plaintiff's counsel objected to the 
admission of Dr. Anderson's descrip- 
tion of a meeting of Mrs. Tingley’s cab- 
inet. Objection was also made to tes- 
timony regarding Mrs. Tingley’s style 
of clothing. The objections were over- 
ruled.

ead. 

Objection was made and sustained to 
testimony concerning the work of fec- 
retary-General Pierce*and his doing 
duty as an armed guard. 

Numerous other objections were In- 
terposed, the majority of them being 
overruled. Wrangling over the deposi- 
tion was still in progress when jhe 
noon recess was taken. 

LET IN. 

The following portions of Dr. An- 
derson'’s deposition were admitted as 
evidence. A great deal more was ad- 
mitted, and much was ruled out. 

. Did you observe any ceremonies 
while pore there? (at Point Loma.) 
Q. Describe them. 

A. The first ceremony which I took 
part in was at a time when we met 
after midnight upon the site of the 
School for the Revival of the Lost 
Mysteries of Antiquity. All sat on a 
canvas and were supposed to be tIn- 
itiated into a yery ancient order, and 
the ceremonies; consisted of Mrs. Ting- 
ley relating some marvelous displays 
of intelligence, supposedly on the part 
of the dog ‘Spot.’ it was after mid- 
night. We were clothed, all of us, 
in the costume which is supposed to 
be ancient Greek, very lightly clad in 
ordin muslin. I remember it was 
distinctly chilly. There was some gen- 
eral talk by Mrs. Tingley. It did not 
amount to very much; the whole thing 
in reality consisted of these things that 
her dog Epot had done. That was con- 
aide a very suitable initiation. She 
said that we were being Initiated into 
a very ancient order, and through and 
by meana of a very ancient ceremony. 
The ceremhony consisted, as she stated, 
of eating fruit which had some mys- 
terious significance, which she did not 
explain. 

Q. What was the ancient order?* 

A. She called it the Ancient Order 
of Scribes. 

Q. Proceed in detail. | 
| A. Then she went on and told how 
she had heen very much depressed, had 
gotten blue in regard to the condition 
of the society, or something, and her 
dog Spot had gone to a pile of let- 
ters which she had thrown on the floo: 
at a time when she did not care to ex- 
amine them, and had selected a certain 
letter from a certain person, Dr. Allen 
Griffiths, and brought it to her, and 
she had opened it and was gfeatly com- 
forted thereby. 

at ended the ceremony of explain- 
ing, after which Mrs. Tingley ate some 
of the fruit she had brought. 

In answer to further questions wit- 
ness said: “There were many cere- 
monies in which I participated. In 
some of them we carried lights, in 
others we held lights; we wore the 
sacred uniform supposed to be of the 
Greek order. 

THEY WORE SUNFLOWERS. 

“I was made a member of the order 
of the Rising Sun, a son of the ris- 
ing sun. The members were seated 
around the room al! of them In this 
costume. You could not attend un- 
less you wore it. The members of the 
Rising Sun, each bearing a large sun- 
flower, proceeded to arrange them- 
selves. I was duly declared a member 
and sat among them, but I had no sun- 
flower. At this meeting certain papers 
were read, as you see published in the 
New Century, about the teaching par- 
ticularly: Just compositions of peo- 
ple learning to write. That constitu- 
ted about the whole of that particular 
ceremony. | 

“The costume upon the grounds was 
on all occasions supposed to be this 
Greek costume. It was nearly always 
worn. 

Q. How does Mrs. Tingley generally 
clothe at the institution” , 

A. She wears flowing wrappers, over 
which, when visitors come to whom she 
desires to present a good appearance, 
she throwWs a special large embroidered 
robe which causes her to appear more 
queenly, as she supposes. 

Q. What is the color of that par- 
ticular robe? ; 

A. That is a question that a man is 
very seldom able to answer. I believe 
the robe is purple. 

Witness #aid there was yet another 
ceremony in which he participated. 
He said: 

“Jt was supposed to be the revival 
of a very ancient custom in Greece 
of welcoming a newly-married couple. 
It was upon the occasion of the open- 
ing of the house of Mr. and Mra. 
Spaulding, or rather their moving into 
it. Although go oid a custom, it was 
gotten up so extemporaneously the peo- 
ple did not know their parts or what 


to do. We were scattered out on the 


hills surrounding this house and had 
lime lights or lights of some kind by 
which to enable the people to read their 
parts, which they did not know, or, 
rather to enable them to read the parts 
which they had to act, or which they 
had no time to memorize. Another 
portion of the ceremony consisted of 
Most of the members, by twos, carrying 
the lights and going up to this house 
and standing in front of it while we 
on the hills were reciting the various 
things we were supposed to have com. 
mitted to memory. It was a very gro- 
tesque performance because of various 
things about it which were unpleasant 
and absurd; moving backwar and 
forward, firing off the lime Thar or 
something of that kind.” 

Witness then described the sunrise 
meetings at which he never saw Mrs. 
Tingley present, for she was not an 
riser. 

In describing still another ceremonia| 
he said the people who lived at the 


Homestead would strip off their shoes 


and stockings and go around the hail 
barefooted and sing. Mrs, Tingley dig 


who did not take part In it. 

He described the ‘students as 
“simply people who lived at the colony 
and did work there.’ The students 
wore a uniform like that of the “south- 
ern army.” Others wore a khaki uni- 
form like that the American army 
wears now. There was a lower class 
who had no uniform at all. The uni- 
forms worn by the ladies were not 
“graded down quite so nice as the 
men.” The highest of the members 
were termed “scribes” and were sup- 
posed to write. When she did not tell 
them to do anything else they would 
go up on the sacred ground, clothed 
in their sacred robes, and spend their 
time in trying to write, and they did 
write. But I asked them why no 
writings were issued to the world, ex- 
cept those. things published in the 
New Century. They explained that 
they would get to work on a book and 
met it fairly well done, and everything 
progressing and be well satisfied, when 
she would suddenly change her plan 
and order them to, cease that and do 
something that was entirely different. 
There were twelve or fifteen intelligent 


doing good work. 

In regard to the treatment of chil- 

at Point Loma the witness 
said: 
“The little tots are fed principally on 
bread and milk, I suppose suitable food. 
I know, for I have seen them eat and 
they seem to have sufficient. I am re- 
Merring to those from a year to a year 
and a half or two years old. There was 
a class of new babes there. With 
those, Mrs. Tingley told me she had 
great trouble in their management, 
because of Dr. Woods. He would not 
fall into line with her ideas as to their 
food. She said he desired to have them 
fed while she desired to have them at 
first starved, because they could thus 
more quickly kill out the lower nature 
in those children.’ 

Q. What nature? | 

A. The lower nature, the anima! 
nature in those young children. She 
believed in giving them very, very lit- 
tle food, and the doctor protested. This 
she told me directly and personally. 

Q. What did she say to you in ref- 
erence to the children being starved? 

A. That the children’s lower nature 
was subdued and broken; that the 
quickest way to bring it about was to 
adopt the course of withholding food 
until the child came to its senses—until 
the soul appeared. 

TO SUBPOENA SPOT. 

The direct examination, of Dr. An- 
derson by deposition was concluded 
soon after court reconvened after the 
noon recess. Very little additional mat- 
“ter was gotten into evidence, as ob- 
jections to nearly all the questions and 
answers were susiained. One of the 
things ruled out was a description of 
“Spot,” the sacred dog. Attorney An- 
drews could not see thet the dog's phy- 
sical characteristics had anything to 
do with the case; it was-only the soul 
within him alleged to be that of the late 
William Q. Judge, fjhat was proper sub- 
ject for inquiry. Attorney Shortridge, 
for the defense, remarked that it might 
become expedient to ve a subpoena 
issued for “Spot” himself before the 
trial was ended. 

“Did Mr. Pierce have any duties while 
you were there with reference to this 
dog?" was asked. 

while | was there,” was the te- 


y. 

A great deal more about the duties 
and work of Secretary-General Pierce 
was told in the deposition, but objec- 
tions were sustained by the court. 

On crose-examination Dr. Anderson 
defined theosophy and affirmed his de- 
votion to it. He stated that he never 
considered Mrs. Tingley a true The- 
osophist, but he acquiesced to her lead- 
ership because she had gotten contro] 
of the organization, and he thought by 
accepting the vice-presidency of the 
Universal Brotherhood he could help 
to regulate matters, but he soon found 
out that Mra. Tingley was determined 
to have everything her own way. 
Asked to state his objection to Mrs. 
Tingley, the main ground for his ob- 
jection to the institution at Point 
Loma, he replied: 

“It is because she became the in- 
stitution, she had substituted her wil! 
for law and government, and she knows 
very little about theosophy. That is 
my objection, putting it in a nutshell.” 

While that portion of Anderson's 
deposition about atarving babies was 
being read, Mrs. Tingley had recourse 
to tears, but throughout most of the 
proceedings she maintained a bold front, 
frequently laughing. 

DR. REUTHLING’S DEPOSITION. 

The voluminous deposition of Dr. 
Henry Hugo Reuthling of New York 
did not occupy so much time in the 
reading of {t as in arguments by coun- 
sel over technical points involved. 
Reuthling testified that he has known 
Mrs, Tingley since the fall of 1893. He 
visited her apartments in New York 
three or four times a week. She was 
at that time a magnetic healer and 
medium, and conducted se&nces at her 
house. Questions as to whether she 
laid claim to the power of hypnotism 
were ruled out, and the longest discus- 
sion of the day took place over the 
question: “Do you know what Mrs. 
Tingley’s general reputation was?” 

The court finally summed it up with 
the remark: “This witness does not 
show himself competent. He doesn't 
know anything about it. Objection its 
sustained.” That was not all the court 
said, and Attorney WHunsaker very 
promptly excepted to the remarks of 
the court bearing on the credibility 
of the witness. 

On cross-examiration Reuthling tes- 
tified that he/ was present when Mrs. 
Tingley did feats of mind reading, but 
she was not always successful. He had 
never seen her give magnetic healing 
other than to Dr. Torey. 

MONEY-TAKING MEDIUM. 

On redirect examination Mrs. Ting- 
ley's status as a money-taking medium 
was brought out as follows: 

Q. Doctor, you have spaken of at- 
tending spiritualistic meetings? 
A. sir. 

Q. Where were they he!d? 

A. In the Carnegie Lyceum. 

Q. You have referred to several! 
in which Mrs. Tingley--- 

A. Oh, In her house. ; 

Q. Was an admission fee charged? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How much? 

A. Twenty-five cents. 

Q. Do you know who collected 
admission fee 

A. Mrs. Tingley herself collected It.

“easy marks’ to become generally 
known. 

The statement of one of his vic- 
tims, a physician with an office on 
Rroadway and a lucrative practice, is 
reiterated by others, and shows the 
swindler’s mode of procedure. This 
doctor, who was beaten out of $16 by 
Mr. Collector, said yesterday: 

“A young man called at my office a 
few days ago and asked if I had any 
bills to collect. ‘None but what are col- 
lectable,’ I replied. Then he stated 
that he was a_collector by profession 
and made a sp®cialty of collecting for 
doctors. He was of neat appearance, 
and seemed business-like. I gave him 
two bills, one for $9 and the other 
for $7. They were against patients in 
the edge of the city, and I thought it 
would be better to pay him 10 per cent., 
which he asked for collecting, than to 
spend the time in going after them. 
He never came back. Oh, yes, he got 
the money. The patients told me later 
that they paid him. I haven't seen 
Mr. Collector since his first and only 
call on me.” 

From others this man has secured 
small bills, none of them more than 
$10, and in each case he has never 
returned after being entrusted with 
the claims. 

The swindler has been operating here 
for about a month, so far as can be 
learned. His victims describe him as 
a’ well-dressed man, between 25 and 


30 years old, rather tall and well built,. 


with light complexion, dark hair and 
a blond mustache. He wears a dark- 
colored suit and a gray Fedora hat. 
He appears to be well educated, and 
is quiet and gentlemanly in his talk.

J. F. PROPER AND BOY SERIOUSLY

ENTIRE DEBT WILL BE RAISED BY 
NEW YEAR’S DAY. 
| Officialy of Institution Say Only Five 
Thousand Dollars Remains to Be Se- 


cured to Assure it Permanent Pros- 
perity and Wider Degree of Influence. 


CLAREMONT, Dec. 23.—Pomona Col- 
lege is nowadays the center of increas- 
ing interest on the part of the Con- 
gregational Churches of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, as the result of the avowed 
intention of the college authorities ex- 
pressed one year ago, to rid the in- 
Stitution of its entire debt of $67,000 
before January 1, 1903. The task was 
formally undertaken as the result of 
& special meeting of the Board of 


that time the campaign has increased 
in interest and importance in the eyes 
of all constituents of the collége. 

The following figures have been se- 
cured in a careful interyiew with Rev. 
Charles B. Sumner, financial secretary 
of the college, showing the progress of 
the campaign up to today:

Cardinal Santo Stefano, 
of the Sacred College, read the con- 
gratulatory address. The Pope spoke 
at some length in reply, and expresred 
keen sorrow at the fact that his jubi- 
lee year was embittered by painful 
events, feferring evidentiy to the di- 
vorce bijl. The Pontiff in this connec- 
tion, remarked: “What they want is 
the fall of Christian order ‘and the 
reconstruction of the states on the ba- 
sis of paganism.” 

The Pope pleaded for a spread of 
Christian democracy, “on the lines 
preached by the church to oppose the 
seditious socialistic democracy, which 
acknowledges no God.” 

After receiving the apostolic benedic- 
tion the Cardinals withdrew,

So of all the processes of nature, 
man’s vision sees only the surface. We 
Go not see causes, but only effects. We 
plant a seed, and all that we see is 
that under certain conditions it springs 
up and produces the blade, and then

ear. No man knows hew it. comes 
‘about that two seeds which look ex- 
actly alike, and are submitted to ex- 
actly the same conditions, should pro- 
@Guce different colored flowers and dif- 
ferent qualities of fruit. Chemistry has 
not penetrated the secrets of life. To 
analyze the seed, they are compelled 
first to destroy the life. 

CONSERVATION OF ENERGY. 
everything is a 
Mystery. If one affirms that thines 
have no beginning he but increases the 
mystery. The difficulty with all the- 
ories of evolution is to get a starting 
point. The time was when philosophers 
could speak of the unlverse as eternal. 
Fifty years ago there were geologists 
who could say that the processes of 
mature pointed neither to a beginning 
nor to an end, and who could reason 
as if all things had remained as they 
are from the beginning, and would 
eontinue so to remain through all fu- 
ture time. 

But’ the demonstration of the 
called theory of the conservation of 
energy has rudely put an end to all 
such easy-geing speculations. it is 
now eecen that while the matter and the 
force of the universe are constant 
quantities, the transformations which 
are going on are constantly shifting 
methods of mani- 
festations and producing new condi- 


tions which are forever changing the 


problems of existence, Heat, light and 


the | 


gradually diminishing. 


electricity, for example, are but dif- 
ferent manifestations of force. 

Many of the speculations concerning 
the unlimited use of electricity over- 
look the fact of its derivative origin. 
Electricity is but transformed force. 
It is not a producer of force, but a 
consumer of force it merely directs the 
force to its specific end. he electric- 
ity which propeds and warms the street 
ears of Buffalo, and furnishes power 
to its smal) factories and illuminates 
its streets is merely force diverted 
from the falls of Niagara; In other 
words, it is transformed gravitation. In 
other cases the electricity is derived 
from the heat of consuming coal; while 
the coal itself is the product of the 
sun's rays, whose force was chemically 
senied up in the coal deposits of the 
early geologic ages. 

SUN IS EARTH'S DYNAMO. 

Indeed, it is easy to see that al! the 
available force in the world is the 
product of the sun’s rays. It is the 
heat of the sun which evaporates the 
water which floats over us in the clouds 
and cescends upon the mountain tops 
and highlands of the continent, 
ing waterfalls. possible and all the 
power which can be derived from them. 
It is the chemical rays of sunlight 
which enable the leaves of the forest 
and of all forms of vegetation to col- 
lect carbon from the atmosphere and 
to concentrate it Into woody fiber from 
which comes the entire supply of fuel 
in the world. Even oil and gis are but 
distilled carbon derived originally 
from vegetation which has been de- 
pet.cent upon sunlight, 

Strength and warmth in all animal 
bodies are traceable to a similar origin. 
The ox feeds upon the grass of the 
field and transfers to its own system 
the elements of strength which its 
food had under proper conditions col- 
lected through the influence of sun- 
light. Stored up in a state of unstable 
equilibrium, these forces in the animal 
system are ready for the various needs 
of the animal while alive, and for the 
various uses to which its decaying 
ey may be put when death has en- 
sued, 

Whenever we lift an arm to make a 
stroke, or move a limb to watk, the 
power to do it is obtained by the con- 
sumption of carbon, which after in- 
creasing the heat of the body is soon 
dissipated into space. In every exer- 
cise of the muscles a portion of the 
body is consumed, as is the coal in the 
furnace of a steam engine, while e 
have lost in weight and the heat and 
the new chemical products arising are 
soon dissipated in space, and the en- 
erry we put forth is lost by being 
merged intuv the general forces of. the 
universe. 

SUN COOLING DOWN. 

The startling thought to which these 
investigations concerning the conserva- 
tion and transformation of energy 
have led us is that the solar system is 
running down. The energy of the sun 
The heat 
radiating from it in every direction is 
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mostly lost tn the !l!imitable circum- 
ference of the universe. The earth is 
but a speck in the sky as seen from 
the sun and catches but the minutest 
proportions of its life-giving rays. 

It is as clear as noonday that the 
sun cannot have been forever wasting 
its heat at the rate at which it is now 
doing, and that it cannot continue the 
process forever. It will eventually coo] 
off iike a heated stove and become 
powerless and dead, and with it the 
whole solar system will become devoid 
of life. The great mystery concerning 
its beginning is how this marve'!ous con- 
centration of energy could have origi- 
nated: The nebular hypothesis does 
not help at all tn the solution of the 
mystery, but merely leads us to the 
broader and more mysterious question, 
what started the nebula? 

NEBULAR THEORY FAULTY. 

The nebular hypothesis, which all 
forms of evolution now assume for a 
beginning, involves the supposition 
that the molecules of matter compos- 
ing the solar system were originally 
diffused through space like the parti- 
cles of mist In a vast fogbank, and that 
then, under the action of gravitation, 
they began to approach each other and 
to collect in masses, which began to 
revolve about their axes and to move 
in orbits around the center of attrac- 
tion. Every step in this supposition 
involves an added mystery. The ex- 
istence of the molecules in their orig- 
inal diffused state is but the beginning 
of the mystery, though that is utterly 
incomprehensible. 

The power of gravitation which com. 
nels the separated particles to approach 
each other Is an utter mystery, which 
has completely baffled all efforts at ex- 
planation by scientific men. The rev- 
olution of the various masses of the 
colar systcm on their axes and in their 
orbits is another mystery for which 
there is no solution, except the state- 
ment that the material of the original 
nebula was so trregularly arranged 
that under the action of gravitation 
these complicated movements and defi- 
nite results would ensue. 
the ulterior question, how should it 
come about that these were so ar- 
ranged as to produce these particular 
movements, with all the possibilities of 
life that have appeared upon our 
planet? 

MYSTERY OF GRAVITATION. 


The mystery Of gravitation is deserv- 
ing more special notice. Strictly speak- 
ing, the theory of gravitation is sim- 
ply a statement of observed facts and 
of inferences leading to o{iér facts sup- 
posed to be connected with them. The 
theory is that all material objects are 
attracted toward each other by a force 
which is directly as the produet of the 
combined masses and inversely as the 


square of the distance separating them 


—that is, two masses of matter of a 
pound each exert an equal attractive 
force upon éach other, but if they are 
two miles apart this force is only one- 
fourth what it would be if they were 
only one mile apart, and if four miles 
apart.only one-sixteenth as great, and 
eo on. The proof of this theory is de- 
rived from observation of the move- 
ments of the moon and of the planets, 
and involves very intricate mathe- 
matical calculations. 

So nearly do these observations and 
calculations conform with the theory 
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that we may confidently accept it as 
true with reference to the vast im- 
mensity of space concerning which we 
have no direct knowledge. Thus by a 
sublime act of faith we may believe in 
the universal prevalence of the law of 
gravitationin the material universe. But 
when we come to consider the cause of 
gravitation and to compare it with other 
forces of which we have knowledge we 
find ourselves in a complete mage of 
mysteries. Light moves with great 
rapidity, but still we can measure its 
velocity. It travels at the rate of 185,- 
000 miles a second, The story which a 
ray of light from the sun brings us is 
therefore elght minutes old when it ar- 
rives, while that from the nearest fixed 
star is three years old, and that from 
some of the more distant stars set out 
with its messages before the creation 
of man. But gravitation, so far as we 
can see, acts instantaneously! across 
the broadest spaces of the universe. If 
it has any motion at al] requiring time 
it must be. 50,000,000 times gwifter than 
light; that is, it must come 1rom tow 
sun to the earth in less than one-hun- 
dred-thousandth of a second. 

SPECULATIONS OF NEWTON, 

This apparently instantaneous action 
of gravitation raises an old philosoph- 
ical question whether a thing can act 
where it is not. Is the attraction of 
the earth toward the sun produced by 
a@ push or by a pull? If the sun pulls 
the ear.a toward itself, what conceiv- 
able medium or connection can there 
be by which it produces the effect? 
On the other hand, if the earth is 
pushed toward the sun by some out- 
side force, every effort to define that 
force in physical terms runs one into 
an. absurdity. 

Sir Isaac Newton at one time sug- 
gested that a constant pressure was 
exerted upon all material bodies by 
a surrounding medium of ever-increas- 
ing density at increasing distances 
from the center. But that ran him 
into the absurdity that the universe 
was infinitely solid at its circumfer- 
ence, while if it had a circumference 
it would contradict our idea of the 
infinity of space, + 

Others supposed that invisible mole- 
cules of matter fill all space, and &re 
all in rapid motion, and that, im- 
pinging upon the outside of two bodies 
which are separated from each other, 
they constantly tend to drive them to- 
gether. From the law of the conserva- 


tion of energy, however, by which we | 


know that arrested motion is trans- 
it takes but little 
calculation to show that a bombard- 
ment which should produce the move- 
ment of gravitation would speedily 
raise the temperature of the earth to 
the melting point, and before long 
resolve the whole solar system tnto 
its original nebulous condition. New- 
ton, therefore, gave up the problem 
of defining the nature of the force of 
gravitation, and said that he had no 
explanation __except to say God so 
made it. Nobody since his day has 
made any progress in its solution. 
CREATOR WAS GOD. 

Thus is the thorough-going evolu- 
tionist at every point confronted with 
an insoluble mystery, and he deceives 
himself if he fancies that he has dis- 
covered anything which will take the 
place of the Christian's conception of 
God as the creator, sustainer and 
ruler of all things.. As something must 
have been eternal. it Is easier to sup- 
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pose that it was an intelligent, de- 
signing mind, which was uncreated 
from the beginning, and which has 
brought the universe into being, with 
all its uniformity of laws and complex- 
ity of aduptation, than to suppose 
that the eterna! substance was mat- 
out of which has come the orderly | 
universe as we know it, with its high 
grades of intelligence in animals and 


| theory of evolution without a God can 

lay no claim to sclentific support. A 
theory of evolution designed. con- 
trolled and permeated by divine ideas 
may be both seientific and in accord- 
ance with the highest dictates of re- 
ligious truth. 
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The world as a creation of sue 
preme intelligence is partially com- 
prehensible to finite mind. But, to 
suppose that the thought and purpose 
and will of man are products of ma- 
terial forces, is pot oly a mystery, 
but an absurdity-which cannot long be 
entertained by any sane mind. The 
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
